Sprague & Spooner, at Blue Mound, in 
this county, on the evening of Friday, 
Nov, 11, 1831, came up for a hearing, the 
object of the counsel lor the defense be- 
ing to secure the release of the prisoner 
from custody on bail.

THE TKST151ONY. 


The first witness called to testily on behalf 


of the defense was Samuel Bclz, of Blue 
Mound, who stated that one one occasion ho 
heard Dr. Shaw say ihat ho felt like shooting 
Ward on sight for slandering his daughtcr.and 
afterwards the doctor said he would give Ward 
a sound thrashing should he ever meet him 
again. After leaving Blue Mound Dr. Shaw 
asked Betz to telegraph him »t Macon if Ward 
should return home. The telegram was sent 
to Shaw by Betz when Ward appeared at the 
Mound. A copy of the telegram was produced 
in court. It reads as follows: "Come and get 
your bird; he 13 heie." Witness believed that 
Shaw desired to place Ward under arrest. 
Joseph Miller, the proprietor of a general 
store at Blue Mound, in whose store Ward at 
one time bad been a salesman, testified that 
Dr. Show came Into his dwelling house one 
night after Ward had skipped out,and during 
the conversation which ensued Ward threat- 
ened to shoot Ward. The witness had receiv- 
ed a letter from Shaw's daughter directed to 
Ward, and he had opened it. J. W. Morris, a 
barber at Blue Mound, and a special friend of 
the prisoner, testified that Ward left the vil- 
lage about Oct. 1st, last, and witness corre- 
sponded with him while he was at Wadswortti, 
Ohio. At Ward's request the witness met him 
in Decatur on Wednesday evening, No\.9tb, 
and both went to Blue Mound together on 
Thursday, the prisoner gettingoff the train on 
the side opposite the depot platform, because 
he did not wish to be seen by E. T. Shaw, the 
doctor's son. Witness had told Ward that 
there was a report in circulation that both Dr. 
Shaw and E. T. Shaw had threatened to kill 
him. The next witness examined was J. D. 
Carroll, the nlsrht operator at Blue Mound, 
who testified that he was the person who had 
sent the telegram to Dr, Shaw on the evening 
of Nov. 10th, upon order of Mr. Betz. The tel- 
egram in court be identified as a copy of the 
original. 


TESTIMONY OF THE ONLY-EYE-WITNESS. 


John C.Sprague, senior member of the drug 


firm of Spraguc & Spooner, and the (inly eye- 
witness of the shooting, testified: I remem- 
ber about the shooting of Dr. Shaw at Blue 
Mound, in the drug store on the evening of 
Friday, Nov. 11,1881. The lamps in the room, 
which Is 63 feet in length, fronting west, were 
lighted. [Here followed a careful description 
from* diagram by the witness of the coun- 
ter, the dours, and various articles in the 
room] I was sitting near the stove In the 
room alone when Ward entered. He walked 
up to where I was sitting and called for a hot 
tie of Brown's expectorant- I went behind 
one of the counters to get the medicine and 
and gave it to him. Ward put down a $5 bill 
to pay for the purchase, and said, "I'll take a 
cigar." I then went from near ,tho prescrip- 
tion case to the cigar case on the north coun- 
ter. There were no cigars of the brand that 
Ward had been In the habit of smoking in the 
box on the shelf behind the counter, and I 
went to the case to get a cigar for him. Ho 
was standing outside the counter opposite me 


that took place I tried to shove Ward behind 
a large show case nearly seven feet high, but 
Shaw and Ward met at the low show case and 
I saw the two men clinking pistols together 
in a struggle, Ward being at the time behind 
the counter and Shaw on the outside. I then 
heard [another pistol shot, and noticed a 
change come over the Doctor's face, he cling- 
ing to the cose. Ward rushed out of the front 
door. I followed and met the doctor's son, E. 
T. SUaw, coming In. 
I went out into the 


street and called "Murder!" and also called 
for a doctor. When I went back I found E, 
T. Shaw holding up his father's head and 
wrapping up some sort of a bundle to put be- 
neath it. I got a shutter, and some men who 
soon gathered in the room got a lounge, on 
which Shaw died. Two pistol shots were fired 
in the room. Aa Dr. Shaw entered the room 
he had both of his hands clasped together and 
both were elevated on a level with his face in 
front 
of 
him. 
Didn't see what he 


had 
In 
his 
hands. 
When 
I 
went 


from 
behind 
the 
counter to head off 


Shaw as he entered the room, Ward was still 
standing at the cigar case, on the outside of 
flie counter. I thought Shaw said something 
as he entered, but 1 can't tell what it was. As 
I started towards the doctor I called out, 
"Doctor! Doctor!" Tbis was before I saw the 
Hash. As Shawlcame in he walked rapidly 
and seemed to DC in a great hurry. The two 
lamps in the chandelier in front of the store 
were both burning properly, and both were in 
good trim. Oncof the lamps in this chandelier 
»as extinguished, and there Is a bullet hole in 
the wooden ceiling, a little west and south of 
the chandelier. Have not examined the hole or 
probed it, and cannot state positively the 
course of the ball. Cannot tull from which 
part of the room it was Bred. I heard only 
two shots fired and saw only two Hashes. Did 
not see any pistol upon the person of Doctor 
Show, or on the floor after he was shot. I 
miitle no effort to find a pistol. Did not see 
Dr. Waldron .tune a pistol that evening after 
Shaw was shot. There was truch excitement 
occasioned uy the shootinK, and Ihc store filled 
up quickly. Dr. Shaw fired the first shot in 
the room that night, and from five to ten sec. 
onds afterward Shaw was killed. Both men 
seemed determined as they stood opposite 
each other at the show case clinking their pis- 
tols together. 
Shaw's pistol looked smaller 


than Ward's. 
Shaw kept walking toward 


Ward after he entered the room. Can't tell 
how ho carried his hand. I'M not see a pistol 
in Sbaw'a hands until alter he stood at the 
show case, opposite Ward.
